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Applicants response of August 24, 2006 has been carefully considered. 
Applicants comments are addressed in the rejection that follows. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, 3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The new limitation added to claim 1 and argued to differentiate the claim from 
Takahashi (USP 4,910,967) is supported by disclosure found on page 11, lines 16-19 of 
the specification. In the future, if a new limitation is added the claims, please indicate 
where in the specification support can be found if it is not readily apparent from the 
Figures. Given what is stated on page 11, lines 16-19 of the specification, it is now 
unclear to the examiner which of switches 26 or 27 is being claimed in claim 1 , line 5, 
with the recitation of "an activation switch' Please amend claim 1 , line 5 so that it is clear 
which of these two disclosed switches applicant is claiming. In claim 1, line 9, it is 
unclear which humidity is being referred to in the recitation 'the humidity." If the 
examiner's understanding is correct this recitation should read - - the calculated humidity 
- -. The recitation in claim 1, line 13, commencing "a defogging operatiori' should be 
preceded by its own"mean£' recitation. The examiner would suggest - - means for 
performing a defogging operation - - and deleting "is performed' on the subsequent line of 
claim 1. Finally in the penultimate line of claim 1, the "manually performed' recitation is 
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vague. Which of switches 26 or 27 are you referring to in the "manually performed' 
recitation in the penultimate line of claim 1 . Make claim 1 clear in this regard by 
appropriate amendment. 

In claim 2, the term 'humidity conditiorf is without strict antecedent basis in claim 
1 . Is this referring to the calculated humidity from the humidity calculation means or 
some other humidity? Please make claim 2 clear. 

Finally, the examiner has read claim 3 five times and is confused even more with 
each subsequent reading. The examiner has the following suggestions, but the 
examiner's understanding of the disclosure corresponding to this claim is so unclear that 
the examiner disclaims the accuracy of these suggestions. In claim 3, line 3, is 
'fconditiorf referring to the calculate humidity or some else. Make the claim clear as to 
what "conditiorf means in the context of the words around it. "Manually started ..." 
should read something like - - initiated is increased for the next defogging operation - 
See the specification. As well the examiner does not see a "frequency disclosure in the 
specification-only the number of times counter. Please point out where support for the 
'frequency recitation of claim 3 is found in the specification or drawings. Finally, in claim 
3, line 6, should "defogged' read - - fogged - -? Make claim 3 definite and correspond to 
the disclosure.
